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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it refers to purported merits or 
speculative apphcations of the invention and compares the invention with the prior art. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or altematives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where appUcable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation;

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
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Drawings 

3. The replacment drawing sheet was received on 14 October 2003. These drawings are not 
acceptable because the replacement sheets need to be labeled "Replacement Sheet". 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement figures which incorporate the 
desired changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1 .84. An explanation of the changes made must 
be presented either in the drawing amendments, or remarks, section of the amendment. Any 
replacement drawing sheet must be identified in the top margin as ''Replacement Sheet" 
and include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even though 
only one figure may ho amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-2 rejected as faihng to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

In claim 1 it is unclear if the parenthetical subject matter is intended to be claimed. 
Claim 2 does not ftirther modify the structure of claim 1. In claim 2 the term "standard" renders 
the claim indefinite as there is no clear standard vehicle receiver. In claim 2 the term "typical" 
renders the claim indefinite since it is unclear what hitches are encompassed by the word typical. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-2 (as understood by the examiner) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Muonro. 

Muonro discloses a compression supported trailer hitch 22 mounted in a vehicle receiver 
3 1 and uses walls of the receiver to compress supports 32.
